URBAN RENEWAL VOTE 


Reversing a vote of two weeks 
ago the Wilmington Planning 
Board, unanimously, Tuesday 
night, endorsed Urban Renewal 
in Wilmington Square ‘under 
any elected authority’. 

The vote came only after 
an hour of confused debate and 
some pandemonium, while the 
Board considered a motion of 
Robert Evans. 

Evans had, in his motion said 
‘elected authority’, which 
most of the members understood 
to mean an Urban Renewal Au- 
thority, and not the Wilming- 
ton Housing Authority. 

Each of the members spoke on 
this premise before the mis- 
understanding was cleared up. 
Statements made while the 
Board thought that Evans 
meant ‘Urban Renewal Author- 
ity,’ (to be appointed by Sel- 
ectmen, and subseqiently to be 
elected next March) included: 
Daniel Gillis: I opposed in 
the beginning in this Planning 
Board because I felt that the 
people in the Sqiare would be 
forced out of business, Now we 
have to sell this for the Wil- 
mington Housing Authority, As 
I see it, us old timers in 
town may have become too ac- 
customed to the Square, and we 
are not fighting hard enough 
to clean it up. I go along but 
I still want a fighting chance 
for the businessman. 


Lost. 

It was at this point that 
Evans explained by ‘elected 
board’ he meant an Urban Re- 
newal Authority. 

Evans’ explanation led to a 
scene of pandemonium, with all 
six members of the Planning 
Board talking at once for 
quite a while. After the chair 
man had restored order he then 
said: Let's face facts. If the 
Housing Authority won't give 
way will the Planning Board 
support the article as writ- 
ten? 

Herb Nickerson amended the 
original motion by Evans, to 
read that ‘The Planning Board 
goes on record to be in favor 
of Urban Renewal’.

Edith Nourse Rogers, who passed on last Sa- 
turday, was for 35 years the personification of 
Middlesex County, in the hal!s of Congress. 

She served consceutively for 18 terms, long-| 
er than any other woman. Only nine men have 
ever served a longer term. - | 

Her long service is the best testimony of 
her value.’ A worker for the Red Cross overseas 
in World War I, # Dollar-a-Year inspector of 
Veterans Hospitals under presidents Harding, 
Coolidge, and Hoover, she was the friend of the 
men in the service, and his family.

Hitler for his racial views. She was the person 
who, more than anyone else, introduced the Wo- 
men's Army Corps into Congress.

We are told that it 
isn't so - a two thirds vote is required to 
originally pass a Zoning By-Law, but amendments 
to the by law are by majority vote. 

So the Two-Thirds question will come up at 
the time that the money is voted, by bonding, 
and a no other time.
